You 
seem  not  to  inquire  ichospenks,  or  who  is  spoken  to, 
r.oreveu  whatis  said.  You  can  always  prove  any 
thing  you  please  by  thus  disjointing,  distorting,  and 
violating  the  context.  Time,  place,  person,  cir- 

'  cumstances,  with  you  pass  for  nothing.  The  sound 


ofthe  words  with  you  decides  theirseuse,  irrespec¬ 
tive  of  the  interpretation  of  the  context.  What 
Jesus  said  tit  his  disciples,  you  apply  to  all  man¬ 
kind;  wha!  tlienpostles  said  to  the  Christians,  you 
apply  to  Turk,  Jew,  and  Geniilo.  I  do  not  find 
one  in  a  score  of  yonr  quotations  that  has  pny  thing 
to  do  with  the  point  before  us.  \’'ou  might  as  ra¬ 
tionally  make  the  whole  Jewish  ritual  imperative 
upon  us,  as  compel  the  texts  you  have  quoted  in 
the  preceding  letter  to  bear  upon  the  question  at 
issue.  But  of  this  ]  have  previously  S|)okcn.  The 
Liord’s  prayer  was  taught  to  none  but  to  the  disci¬ 
ples  of  Christ ;  but  you  extend  it  to  the  human 
race — all  refigious  classes— Turks,  Jews,  Infidels, 
etc.,  etc.,  etc.

Bd.  You  represent  tiie  sinner  as  saved  by  obey¬ 
ing  a  broken  law,  inasmuch  as  you  make  his  post 
mortem  salvation  the  fruit  of  his  obedience  to  the 
diviioc  fe(]uisilion.s  which  on  earth  he  contemned  ; 
fur  you  leach  that  the  siuner  passes  out  of  purga¬ 
tory  upon  his  repentance,  and  obedience  to  that 
law,  whi-'i,  on  earth,  in  his  first  state,  he  disobey¬ 
ed.  Thus  you  give  to  your  law  of  justification  a 
new  power — the  power  of  both^condemning  and 
justifying  the  same  person  !  ! 

29.  Presuming  that  you  have  already  on  hand 
as  much  as  you  can  well  dispo-se  of  in  one  epistle, 
1  will  not,  for  the  present,  overw'ieln  you  with  all 
the  dithculties  of  your  system.

*•  The  tender  mercies  of  the  wicked  are  cruelty 
No  sooner  did  the  priest  and  the  mob  pr<x:ijre  from 
Pilate  the  senience  of  death,  than  they  hurried 
tiieir  victim  away  to  the  place  of  execution.  In 
tv»elve  hours  fron:  the  time  when  Jesus  was  dis¬ 
coursing  and  jiraying  with  his  disciples,  he  is 
nailed  to  the  cross.  Early  in  the  morning  he  was 
brought  hetinre  Pilate,  and  at  nine  he  was  crucifi¬ 
ed.
